Public Service Soccer 


When the competition was originally devised in March, it was envisaged 
that all teams would play each other twice and that the championship should 
go to the department at the top of the competition table after two complete 
rounds. It now appears that the Department of the Capital Territory will not 
make available after August to enable the full competition to be 
played and therefore the structure of the sécond round has been amended to 
take into account this restriction. Since 4 weeks only are available after the 
of the first round (on the 26th of July) the competition will be split into 3 

s Of 4 teams, on the basis of league position, and ‘round robin' played 
tween teams in each group. 

Points gained in these ‘round robins' will be added to those gained in the 
first round to determine the championship placings with the proviso that no team 
can be promoted or relegated from its group -i.e. the 5th team cannot overtake 
the 4th, or the 9th overtake the 8th. It is believed that this 'seeded' second round 
will more accurately reflect the true strength of the teams in the competition than 
any of the other alternatives available. These ‘round-robins' will be plawed in the 
3 weeks beginning 31 ist July and ending. 16th of August and the draw for these 
matches will be available form Richard e (950078) on the 27th of July. 

The match of the week between og ope leaders Public Service Board arid 
third-placed National Library looked like being a National Library benefit when 
only nine P.S.B, players appeared” for the start of the match. 

A re-organised P.S.B. line-up managed to foil the Library's attack and with the 
arrival of P.S.B.'s ‘ace’ defender Nigel Eliis, and eventually their eleventh player 
the Board's chances looked much brighter. Up to this time thé Library forwards had 
made several concerted attacks on the PSB goal and only strong keeping by Ralph 
Rendell kept them out. P.S.B. had been into attack on very few occasions and these 
thrusts had fallen down because of lack of support. Half-way through the first-half 
a lapse by the P.S.B. defence enabled Library winger Chris Miliano to break-away and 
put in a cross to Boris Kowall who blasted at the goal. Keeper Rendell got his 
t6 the ball but its momentum carried it across the goalline.to give Library a one 
nil lead. For the rest of the first-half P.S.B. took the game to Library and only 
good goalkeeping by George Donda together with sound defence by John Cole and 
Igor Horenczko kept them at bay. However with only about a minute to go to half- 
time, a casual back-pass enabled P.S.B.'s is Carder to intercept and slip it 
past the keeper for the equaliser. 

The second-half developed into pod pte ‘ding dong’ battle with both 
teams eager to get the winning goal. team turned on several good attacki 
movements from one of which Library conceded a corner. An in-form Howard Francis put 
in a well-placed ball which fell from Donda's hands, under strong-pressure from 
Nigel Ellis , to Dave Barritt-Eyles standing on the edge of the pénalty-area, 

A perfectly -judged lob by Barritt-Eyles Cleared the pack of players between, 
himself and the goal, and caught an unsighted Donda out of position to score 
the winning goal. 

This round generally proved to be one of upsets with Tariff Board Beating 
Navy 1-0, Immigration beating Australian Government Publishing Service 1-0 
Transport holding Tariff Board to a goalless draw, and bottom-placed Minerals and 
Energy beating Trade and Industry 2-0. 

Another upset almost occurred whén second-placed Cénsus and Statistjcs luckily 
beat lowly N.C.D.C. 1-0. In the first-half the match ran true to form with Stats ' 
over whelming N.C.D.C. and it looked to be just a matter oftime before the flood 
gates would open-up for a resounding Stats win. IN the second-half, however, 
N.C.D.C. began to come more and more into the game until at the final whistle 
they were the dominant side. But luck was not with them, and, despite hitting the 
post, went down to the luckiest of goals scored by a persistent Peter Horne.

Trade they again fielded 10 players but these 10 proved to be superior to Trade's 11 
Charlié Hewitt returned from injury to score their first goal while Alan Sargeant 
got the second directly from a free-kick from the edge of the penalty-area. New 
recruit Jock Campbell had impressive debut games for Minerals and Wally Tatarow and 
Steve Yeats continued their good work. 

It just wasn't Trade's week as they also lost to the Bureau of Mineral Resources 
this time by the odd goal in three. Slack Trade defence allowed Jo Expsoito and 
George Baska to establish a two goal lead and Trade's fightback yielded only a 
solitary goal to Paul Daley. 

Immigration's 1-0 upset win over A.G.P.S. saw the better side win. The margin 
of victory (a lone goal by George Clark) would have been greater but for good work in 
the A.G.P.S. defence by Terry Mclaughlan and Juan Calzada. 

Tarrif Board came back into top four reckoning by picking up 3 points at the 
expense of highly-rated Navy. In a. hard-fought game the Board's Nico Klijn scored 
direct from a corner-kick with substitute Navy goalkeeper Bob Hooker (in goal to rest 
a pulled muscle) unable to hold the shot. After a good win against Navy, the Board then 
went on to drop a point in an uncompromising match against lowly Transport.It appears, 
that the Board's performances are pretty difficult to predict.

To this end we have 
written to every school in Belconnen offering them the services of a 
coach to assist in the coaching of teachers and/ or their students. A 
number of schools have accepted these services. 

Our two senior teams play in the amateur competition and our first 
team is presently running second. We would like to think that we may be 
able to gain a position in the Federation second division next season but 
whether we are successful or not, we will have to wait the passage of time 

It has been said by some of our critics that Belconnen Soccer Club 
is too big and that we should divide. This is in our opinion one of the 
problems with the standard of Australian soccer ''there are just too 
many Clubs". We would like to think that as one club working in complete 
harmony with ACTASA we will be able to assist in the promotion of 
SOCCER within the A.C.T.

Last week's matches not only had a great bearing on the outcome 
of the league championship but have indirectly had an effect on this week's 
round as the high percentage of players from Juventus and Croatia-Deakin, 
the two leading sides, in the A.C.T. rep team has caused their clubs' games 
to be deferred.

Most acknowledge that Croatia-Deakin has got the title for 1973 but 
as so often happens in games between Juventus and Croatia-Deakin, last 
Sunday's fixture was a hard affair played at good pace throughout and 
although both teams had hard luck stories to tell, a draw seemed to be a 
fair result in the end.

As mentioned before, Juventus and Croatia-DEakin club officials with 
Match Committee chairman John McAvoy were extremely active but the spectators 
themselves were very co-operative in the main and as a result "the big one" 
went off quite well. 

With Federation Cup and Amoco Cup games to come perhaps we will see 
more big crowds to see these resume the. struggle for the season's honours. 

Both clubs requested postponement of next Sunday's games and these 
are set down for Sth August. 
¢ All eyes at the weekend therefore will be on the F.C.Hertha game and 
there is sufficient confidence in the local camp to suggest that A.C.T. will 
put up a sterling performance against the German team. 

Without doubt A.C.T. has its best forward strength in years and 
fortunately players who have been together for some time in club matches 
and the understanding built up now is a lot different to usual representative 
selection with a mixture from a number of clubs. 

The entertainment supplied by Walter Valeri, Ivan Gruicic, Nado. Spaleta 
and Vlado Horvat would be good value anywhere and training reports are that 
the Deakin trio are working well with Walter Valeri who is in tremendous forn. 
It is very satisfying to see a former A.C.T. Under 16 player making the grade. 

Details of the local boys are well known and our friends Ian Myerscough, 
Paul Mills, John Kynaston and Peter Windsor have done a mighty job in "spreading 
the word" and it is a case of waiting to see how things go against Hertha who 
have not been able to forward details of the games so far played on their tour 
A.C.T. is the first game in Australia this trip.

The Eagles are so far undefeated but the Juventus 7-0 
win over Phillip suggest s that the usual hard first half will -be played 
between these two with the better teamwork of Turner getting on top in 
the second half. Turner is having a great season with morale at an all time 
aoe Virtually in sight of the premiership another win looks likely on 

junday. 

At O'Connor, Monaro and Olympic will be out to improve standings 
in a game which could be close particularly if Monaro show something of 
a team game with full application of allplayers. On paper Monaro have the 
edge but Con Engel has tidied up Olympic somewhat and if at full strength 
the Blues could take this one out. George Campbell has to come back after 
the Hertha game but Jock Coulter played well last week after his enforced 
"holiday" and is bound to be improved. Paul Fenwick did some fine work 
last time out and is a trifle unlucky not. to have made the representative team 
The unpredicatable Johnny Constantinovits is another who may trouble the 
Monaro defence. 

Difficult to pick the winner as these teams vary their standard even 
during the course of a game,the slightly better forward work of Monaro 
might make the difference but when it is considered that Monaro could not 
score against Lyons and only got one against Turner perhaps a driving. game 
from Johnny Léa could stir his players into action long enough to get 
winning goals. 

The second division game between Queanbeyan City and Woden will almost 
certainly decide Woden's ultimate position in the table. Woden looked good in 
winning the first round 5-2 but have been up and down like a yo=yo ever since. 
Mice Josifoski, who is off to points overseas on holiday shortly, would want 
to see the competition wrapped up and it looks as if Queanbeyan will exert 
too much pressure for Luis Arranz and his boys. 

Woden play attractive football and‘this should be a very good game to 
watch with Queanbeyan to win. 

Jamison travel to Goulburn and this would appear to be a close game 
with the locals having the form on the board to win narrowly. 


(T TAKES MORE THAN PLAYERS... 


The decision of the A.C.T.S.F. council earlier this month 
to restrict entry to clubs having two senior teams plus the failure 
of at least five clubs to bring there houses to order will again 
jeopardise the chance of some existing members of the ACTSF in 
retaining their membership for 1974. 

‘On the first dévision barring any last minute crises Croatia 
Deakin, Juventus, Olympic ,Lyons, Forrest and Turner are automatically 
returned as members, Monaro fails to qualify by not being incorporated 
but it clearly has the symphathy of the other clubs and provided it has 
achieved corporatestatus by October 31st there seems no doubt that the 
clubs will re-elect Monaro to first division. 

The eighth place will pose a problem and doubtless will pro- 
voke some intense lobbying. Normally it automatically goes to the top 
second division club but since two of the clubs from whom the winner is 
likely to come Queanbeyan and Woden, were ont incorporated at 31st of 
March last neither will qualify and the eighth position will be open 
for election. 

Regardless of the outcome of the competition it would appear that 
Queanbeyan, Woden , ANU and Phillip (whose relegation is all but sewn up) 
will apply for the position. ANUand Phillip both are properly corporate 
clubs, each fielding three senior teams and meeting all the ACTSF require- 
ments. Their playing performance stands them very little behind their 
opponents at this stage. 

Queanbeyan and Woden on the other hand will both have difficulties 
in persuading the AGM that they are fitted to enter first division. Neither 
were incorporated at 3ist March and Queanbeyan is still not corporate. Both 
entered reserve teams in March 1973 and both have failed to complete the 
season, Queanbeyan withdrawing very early in the season. Averbal assurance 
or promise that a reserve team will be fielded will therefore carry very 
little weight. 

The only solution for either of these clubs would appear to be an 
amalgamation with one of the existing clubs. Queanbeyan, Woden, St. George 
and south City are all single team Clubs and a merger’ between Queanbeyan or 
Woden and any of the others would place them in a much stronger position, if 
not the only possible position, to obtain a place in first division. 

Entries for second division ‘will be even more interesting. Only 
Phillip, ANU, Goulburn and Jamison are entitled to automatic membership as 
corporate bodies leaving the other to Battle against the newcomers. None 
of the four remaining Queanbeyan, St. George, Woden, and South City have any 
strength behind them and are required to field for the first time a second 
senior team. The only place for this team would be in the second division 
amateur competition which is not a competition into which they could easily 
attract players. They certainly would not be able to woo the better players 
form the stronger amateur clubs who already play two divisions higher. in any 
case it is quite likely that the amateur clubs would not accept the names of 
South City or woden since Souths and West Woden are already the names of 
existing clubs in the association. 

The newcomers put up a very strong case for second division entry. 

Belconnen is a club of thirty-four teams including two senior teams 
and 2 teams of under 16. It is within weeks of achieving incorporation and 
has a good chance of taking out the Association premiership. 

CAE fields three teams and is currently at the top of both first and reserves 
divisions in the amateur competition.Like ANU, CAE is part of the educational 
structure and need not become incorporated. 

Weston is Belconnen all over again except for a few junior teams. 
Weston is currently doing well in the amateur competition, have not lost in 
the last six games and have a sponsor to back them in sécond division. They 
are actively proceeding towards incorporation.

On the above evidence it would be deffecult to reject one of these 
three teams from the second division when the only alternative is one of the 
single-teams clubs mentioned earlier. 

An even harder nut to crack is that each of these clubs defeated their 
second division oponents in the first round of the Federation Cup.CAE 
managed to defeat Phillip and could easily defeat Queanbeyan City on 
August Sth to be the first ever amateur club in the Federation Cup semi- 
finals, Belconnen, due to play Olympic in a night matchsometime this month 
could well be a formidable opponent. 

But that's not all, Cooma, ACT'S premiers in 1964, are thinking of 
applying to return with a stack of teams in the Far South Coast Competition. 
Cooma qualifies for membership on the same basis as Goulburn and could well be 
anassist to the ACTSF. 

So the Federation has managed in 1973 to achieve one of its aims. The 
weak non-corporate one team clubs have indeed been forced back into a corner 
and space is being proveded for the strong corporate multi-team clubs. Unless 
they do something quickly the days of Queanbeyan, South City, St.George, Woden 
and Jamison seem to be drawing to a close! 


Personality of a Top Class Referee 


We acknowledge through the A.F.S. extractions from the Referees’ 
News Letter, December, 1972. 


It would be a presumption on my part if I attempted to explain 
to you the conception of the irae Bs the referee, to you 
who do not only represent the elite of the Intdrnational F.I.F.A. 
Referees, but, as the three best referees of your country, are also 
on the UEFA list of three referees. For, ten yedrs, I was myself a 
F.1.F.A. Referee’ and among the UEFA selection, Iworked with many of 
thoes present here, and I certainly do not feel called upon to give 
a head-masters lesson. ; 

However, I would rather like to address my younger colleagues who 
have not yet been part of the family of UBFA Referees for a very long 
time, and I might be in a position to give them some useful advice. 

First of all, let us determine what exactly is meant by ‘top class' 
and by 'personality' respectively. 

In my view, the first terms covers anyone who has such exceptional 
qualities that one might say of him 'he is first, i.e., top class’ .The 
second term, the personality, is based on the character of a person. 

If we use the term'personality', in relation to referee, we always 
have to add an adjective in order to define it, such as ‘strong’, 
‘impressive', ‘lacking', 'weak', etc. 

Let us take for granted the following basic requirements: 

(a) you are fully familiar with the Laws of the Game and you Keep 
up-to-date with everything in that respect. 

(b) you are in excellent physical form and consequently in a position to 
closely follow the game during 90 minutes. 

(c) your health leaves nothing to be desired, and the physician has only 
recently confirmed that your views is excellent. 

(d) you are able to apply the well-known Laws fully and justly both the'— 

technical and the disciplinary ones.

It is your duty now to cémplete the referees' report forms accurately and in 
detail so that the Disciplinary Committee may, on the basis of your statements 
take the right decisions to impose appropriate sanctions the purpose and aim of 
which it is to put an end to unsporting behavior and violence on the field of 
play and in the stadiun. Consequently, the last aim of all of these provisions 
is to facilitate the task of the referee. 

I have mentioned discipline and the filling in of the match reports, and have 
even gone to some length about the subject, because in my view atop-class 
referee may never and under no circumstances fail in the correct interpretation 
and application of the Laws of the Game, and he must always and ever take the 
necessary disciplinary measures, and, last but not least, he must complete his 
match report with meticulous care, particularly if any incidents have occured, 

We are all deeply attached to football. Let us never forget that it 
largely depends upon the performance of the teferee, upon your control of the 
match, whether or not the interest in out sport will grow, whether or not the 
enthusiasm of the true football fans will be rewarded and thus stimulated. 

It is up to you now to prove that you have understood the appeal of UEFA, 
addressed to you by way of the present course, and you may do so by even 
intensifying your efforts to fulfill your important and difficult task still 
more efficiently and more accurately. The fact that you all know that a capable 
intelligent and honest referee with a strong personality - that is to say:a 
real top class referee - may alway cout upon the appreciation, the loyalty and 
even the admiration of all true sports friends will encourage you to do so. 

Any referee - any good referee if you like must fulfil all of the 
above requirements, but it is not yet enough to make him a top-class 
referee with outstanding personality.Qne he, who under all and any 
circumstances keeps his calm, he who can always adapt himself to the 
Climate of the game and who is absolutely immme from any outer or inner 
influences, he who even under the most difficult conditions takes his 
sectaiony wisely and correctly, one he may be considered a top-class 
referee. 

If in addition to all of the above, the referee suceeds by his sole 
presence, his just and impartial judgement, his natural authority and 
firmness-which must, however be free of any dictatorial pose - in his 
decisions being fully respected and in maintaining discipline with the 
necessary austerity, then it may be said of him it he has a strong, 
impressive personality. ; 

All of you belong to the category of top-class referees in your country 
and have given ample proof of your 'class' and of your 'personality'on the 
occasion of innumerable League and other matches. And you all know how much 
time and effort and energy it costs until a referee has made his way to the 
top, until he is accepted and his decisions respected, by the players, the 
officials and last, but not least, by the public, It goes without saying 
that on an international level it is even more strenuous and even more 
difficult to succeed in such a way, particularly in the European Cup 
Competitions, where only two matches decide success or elimination of a 
team. 

The referees are expected to master all the passions which are at 
stake on such an occassion and UEFA requires the full support and co- 
operation of the referees to ensure that regular course of the matches 
and to creat thus the conditions which allow the players to display all 
their virtuosity, their whole art.

Above all, the highest degree of sportsmanship and the elimination of 
any act of violence on the field of play are demanded. Many players tend to 
forget once in a while that they are football players, and they try to get 
away with such actions as are allowed in boxing, rugby and catch-as-catch- 
can, but certainly not in football. Let us remember that, in football, it 
is all right to play the ball, but it is strictly forbidden to play the 
legs of the opponent! Let us also bear in mind that the spectator comes to 
the stadium to see a good game and, above ali, goals. 

Never may we permit that by way of niawfut attempts to intimate the 
opponent - particularly on the part of the backs, the natural course of the 
game be affected. Such ungentlemanly conduct should not only be penalised 
in the technical sense of the game, but also by disciplinary measures, i.e. 
caution and expulsion. 

Thus I have arrived at the word 'explysion' on which I would like to 
dwell for a little while, At one time - and to a certain extent the extent 
the unfortunate idea may still exist - a reféree was considered a good re- 
feree if he succeeded in terminating an international match at almost any 
cost and all price with all of the 22 players on the field, even though his 
way of controlling the game was distinctly different from the one applied 
in the countries concerned on the occasion-of national champion ship matches 

It is evident today that the above assessment of the quality of the 
referee is wrong. The laws of the game are exactly the same on the inter- 
national leve. They should even be applied siore rigorously on the occasion 
of international matches which are - or aught to be - the best of 
representatine football, as only the best. players and the best referees are 
involved, and one might there fore expect the most expert knowledge, command 
and application of the Laws of the Game by: all concerned. 

And do not let us forget that such international matches are watched by 
millions of spectators on’ television and thousands of young colleagues who 
watch you, observe you, judge your performance and will perhaps even try to 
imitate you. It is particularly important, therefore ot give them a good 
example, and among other things, to send those players off the field who de- 
serve such a punishment. 

You all know that many teams don't even try any more to show good foot~- 
ball - particularly in Cup matches where direct elimination threatens - but 
concentrate their exclusive interest upon the result of the game. A referee 
can do little or nothing against the most regrettable conception but he can 
and must send those players off the field who try to reach their aim by way 
of ungentlemanly or even violent game. 

This is the moral duty of every referee, and only by doing so he is 
really and truly serving the spirit of opie 9 

You are expected to treat all the players in same impartial manner, 
those of the guest team and those of the hime team., and not to let your 
decisions be influenced in any way by the crowd. 

The lecturers who have preceded me have already emphasised that UEFA is 
fully determine to undertake every effort to guarantee the normal and smooth 
course of the matches, and also to support and assist the referees in their 
difficult task. That is why UEFA has , appointed new committees, that is why 
delegates are sent to observe the matches, that is also the reason why heavy 
saustiims are proveded for against players and spectators who violate sport- 
ing ency.
